A. Yugoslavia Tito's schedule is getting crowded. 
It now calls for talks before the month is out 
with Kadar, Gheorgiu-Dej , Ulbricht and Novotny. 
We incline to connect this flurry of activity 
with Khrushchev's call for a December meeting 

of 26 Communist parties and presume that Tito 
will be urging caution in dealing with the 
thorny China issue. 

B. India The Kerala state government faces a 
vote of confidence today. If it falls, as 
seems likely from the split in Congress Party 
ranks, Shastri will probably follow Nehru's 
example and declare "president's rule" to keep 
the state machinery out of the Communists' 
clutches. 

C. Haiti Duvalier’s armed forces, already in- 
hibited by poor leadership and low morale, are 
being hampered by a lack of ammunition. We 
hear that supplies are so low that old lots, 
some dating back to 1942, are now being issued. 

D. Chile With all but a few isolated precincts 
reported, Frei has a smashing 56.1% of the vote. 
The country has been quiet in the aftermath 
with no disorders reported. 
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
